Blimp Squadron 33 is assigned to routine operational control of ComNorWesSec, 
WesSeaFron, and operates under ComNorWesSec,WesSeaFron Opexation Plan NWSeAIR 
2-45.

The flights for the Naval Training School (Electronics) at Puget Sound Navy 
Yard are in connection with the training of radar operators. The airship 
in flight is controlled by voice radio in conjunction with tracking drills 
on all types of radar equipment. It provides a target that is not too 
elusive or fast moving and gives witrained men time to adapt themselves to 
the plot procedures and acquaints them with possibilities and limitations 
of gun fire by radar alone. 


The calibration flights are flown for war vessels as they proceed along the 
Pacific Coast and the flights are also controlled by voice radio for the 
calibration of fire control and fighter director radars. The services of 
the airships permit more accurate and rapid alignment of the antennas. 


While on regularly assigned ASR patrols, a Coast Guard man is assigned to 
each flight as a trained observer for fish sighting. Information regarding 
the size, type, and direction of movement of schools of fish are relayed to 
the fishing fleet in Columbia River Area. This service has contributed 
materially to increased food production. 


The average daily availability was six and three tenths (6.3) airships. A 
total of one hundred forty four (144) missions for a total duration of 1119.6 
hours were flown during the month. 450% of total missions rendered utility 
service to fleet units in this sector. The last page of enclosure (A) 
presents a detailed breakdown of all flights during the month. 


On 15 August, ComWesSeaFron directed by dispatch that airships were no longer 
to be armed with live depth bambs except for special tests authorized by 
Sector Commanders. After that date, airships of Blimpron 55 were not assigned 
any missions which would require carrying depth bombs.
